WHEREAS, under the Constitution and statutes of the State 
of Alabama, it is my duty as Governor, by proclamation, to call and set 
the date of all special elections to fill said vacancy for the 
remainder of the term for which said Loyd T. Coleman was elected to 
serve; and 


WHEREAS, due consideration should be given to the rights 
of the people of Blount, Dekalb, and Marshall Counties who live in 
Alabama Senate District 9 to be afforded full representation as quickly 
as possible; and 


WHEREAS, all interested citizens and political parties 
should be allowed to participate; 


I, Guy Hunt, Governor of the State of Alabama, by virtue 
of the power and authority vested in me as Governor, do hereby proclaim 
and call the following elections to be held in Blount, Dekalb, and 
Marshall Counties, State of Alabama, for the purpose of electing a 
successor in the Alabama Senate, District 9, in the place and stead of 
Loyd T. Coleman. 


A Special Primary Election on Tuesday, May 19, 1987. 


A Special Runoff Primary Election on Tuesday, June 2, 
1987 if necessitated by one candidate not receiving a 
majority of votes in the first primary election. 


A Special General Election on Tuesday, June 16, 
1987. 


If any political party holds a Primary Election as set 
out above, but no Special Runoff Primary Election is required, then the 
Special General Election shall be held on Tuesday, June 2, 1987. 


If no political party desires to hold a Primary Election 
as set out above, then the Special General Election shall be held on 
Tuesday, May 19, 1987.

BE IT RESOLVED by the Republican Party of Alabama, acting by and 
through the Alabama Republican Executive Committee, as follows: 


1. The Republican Party of Alabama hereby accepts and comes 
under the primary election laws of the State of Alabama with respect to the 
special primary elections called by the Governor for May 19, 1987 and June 
2, 1987 for the purpose of selecting the Republican nominee for the special 
general election called for June 2 or 16, 1987 to fill a vacancy in the office 
of State Senator, District 9. 


2. Each person desiring to be elected as nominee of the Republican 
Party for State Senator, District 9, shall not later than 5:00 p.m. on May 
4, 1987, file with the Chairman of the Alabama Republican Executive 
Committee, or his authorized representative, a declaration of candidacy in 
substantially the form attached and incorporated by reference as Exhibit 
"A" hereto and simultaneously therewith pay to the order of the Alabama 
Republican Executive Committee a qualification fee in the amount of $100. 


In the event a candidate is unable to pay the qualification fee 
prescribed above, such candidate may certify inability to pay the same, 
and such inability shall be reviewed and its truthfulness shall ከፎ 
ascertained by the Candidate Committee provided for in paragraph 3 
hereof. In the event such candidate's certification of inability to pay is 
found by the Candidate Committee to be untrue, his or her candidacy shall 
be disallowed. 


3. The members of the Steering Committee of the Alabama 
Republican Executive Committee are hereby appointed and constituted as 
the Candidate Committee. The Chairman of the Alabama Republican 
Executive Committee shall be the Chairman of the Candidate Committee and 
such committee shall elect its own secretary. The Candidate Committee 
shall meet on call of its chairman, a majority of its members shall 
constitute a quorum and the action of a majority of its members present at 
a meeting at a time when a quorum is present shall be binding upon, and 
constitute action of, the Candidate Committee; provided, that action 
consented to by at least twelve of the members of the Candidate Committee 
by telephone, verbally or in writing and without a formal meeting, shall be 
binding upon, and shall constitute action of the Candidate Committee, but 
a description of such action shall be reduced to writing and promptly 
mailed to each member of the Candidate Committee. The Alabama 
Republican Executive Committee expressly reserves the right to review and 
to reverse or otherwise supersede action taken by the Candidate 
Committee. The Candidate Committee shall have and possess the following 
powers: (a) to review any declaration of candidacy, to determine if the 
candidate meets the qualifications prescribed in this resolution and in the 
declaration of candidacy incorporated by reference as Exhibit "A" hereto, 
and to direct the Chairman of the Alabama Republican Executive Committee 
not to certify a candidate which the Candidate committee finds does not meet 


such qualifications; (b) to fill vacancies in any nomination with regard to 
the primary or other election and the general election where such vacancy 
exists by reason of death, resignation, disqualification, revocation or 
otherwise, and (c) to hear, consider, and decide and generally to have all 
the rights, duties, powers and authority of the Alabama Republican 
Executive Committee with regard to contests presented to said state 
committee under the provisions of Article 2 of Chapter 16, Title 17 of the 
1975 Code of Alabama, as amended, including the right to prescribe 
appropriate rules governing any such contest, provided, however that 
such rules shall grant to the parties to any such contest their basic 
constitutional rights and privileges and shall not conflict with the 
provisions of said Article 2. 


4. The Chairman of the Alabama Republican Executive Committee is 
hereby authorized and empowered to appoint from time to time such 
subcommittees as he deems appropriate to look after, supervise and 
conduct the primary or other election and the general election which are 
the subject of this resolution; to receive returns from, and canvass and 
tabulate and declare the results of, and certify to any primary or other 
election held under the laws of Alabama; and generally to delegate to and 
confer upon any such subcommittees the right, power and authority to do 
and perform any act or thing which the Alabama Republican Executive 
Committee could do or perform with regard to such primary or other 
election, or general election.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 


This refers to the procedures for conducting the May 19, 1987, 
special primary election, the June 2, 1987, special election, and 
the related election calendar for Senate District 9 in the State of 
Alabama, submitted to the Attorney General pursuant to Section 5 of 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965, as amended, 42 U.S.C. 1973c. We 
received your submission on April 21, 1987. Although we noted your 
request for expedited consideration, we have been unable to respond 
until now. 


The Attorney General does not interpose any objections to the 
changes in question. However, we feel a responsibility to point out 
that Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act expressly provides that the 
failure of the Attorney General to object does not bar any subsequent 
judicial action to enjoin the enforcement of such changes. See 
Section 51.41 of the Procedures for the Administration of Section 5 
(52 Fed. Reg. 496 (1987)).

RE: SUBMISSION UNDER SECTION 5 
VOTING RIGHTS ACT 


Dear Mr. Jones: 


A vacancy currently exists in the office of the Legislature 
of the State of Alabama from Blount, DeKalb anā Marshall Counties, 
Alabama Senate District 9, caused by the resignation of the member 
from that district. 


Under the provisions of §17-18-1, §17-18-2, and §17-18-3, 


Code of Alabama, 1975, the governor has the duty of calling and 
setting dates for all special elections to fill said vacancy 
for the remainder of the term for which said member was elected. 


Pursuant to those provisions of the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
the Governor of the State of Alabama, the Hon. Guy Hunt, has 
called for special primary, run-off and general elections for 
the purpose of electing a successor in the Alabama Senate, Dis- 
trict 9, by proclamation, a copy of which is enclosed. Because 
of the special nature of these special elections, to afford these 
counties full representation in the ensuing legislative session 
as quickly as possible, this office has set administrative dead- 
lines and drawn up an election calendar, a copy of which is en- 
closed, in order to aid the elections officials and the general 
public in these counties. 


As the submitting authority in this case, I hereby request 
and submit the Proclamation of the Governor and the Elections 
Calendar for preclearance under Section 5 of the Voting Rights 
Act. Because of the immediate nature of these elections, I here- 
by request an expedited review of these documents in order that 
we may proceed in an orderly and fair manner.

SPECIAL ELECTION 
STATE SENATE DISTRICT 9 


Last day by which political parties must notify the Sec- 
retary of State whether or not they will participate in 
the primary election. 


Last day for candidates to file a Declaration of Candidacy 
with the state party chairperson and the probate judges 
in the district. 


Last day a political party may hold meetings or conventions 
to nominate candidates to publicr office. 


Last day for parties not holding a primary election to 
certify the names of nominees for the general election 
to the secretary of state. Certificates of nomination 
must be filed with the secretary of state by this date. 


Independent candidates must file their petitions for ballot 
access with the secretary of state. 


State party chairperson must certify the names of primary 
candidates to the secretary of state. 


Secretary of State must certify the form and content of 
the primary election ballot to the probate judges. 


Probate judge must furnish election supplies and list 
of qualified electors to the absentee election managers. 


Last day for the county party executive committees to 
present the appointing board with nominations for poll 
workers. 


Last day to appoint absentee and regular poll workers. 


The probate judge must begin the process of preparing 
voting machines. 


The probate judge must deliver the election supplies to 
the sheriff by this date. 


PRIMARY ELECTION DAY 


Last day for state party chairperson to certify the names 
of primary run-off candidates to the secretary of state. 


Secretary of State must certify the form and content of 
the primary run-off ballot to the judges of probate by 
this date.

Last day to appoint absentee and regular poll workers 
for primary run-off (if necessary). 


The probate judge begins the preparation of voting machines 
and delivers the election supplies to the sheriff. 


PRIMARY RUN-OFF 

State party chairperson must certify the names of general 
election candidates to the secretary of state by this 
date. 

Secretary of State certifies the form and content of the 
general election ballot to the probate judges by this 
date. 


Last day for the county appointing board to appoint absentee 
and regular poll workers. 


Probate Judge must deliver the election supplies to the 
sheriff. 


Probate Judge begins preparation of voting machines.
